groups.  In  addition  to  their  role  in

Trevecca's  drama  department 
stunned  its  audience  once  again— but 
in  a  brand  new  way.  Department 
head  and  play  director  Jeff  Frame 
chose  to  begin  the  spring  drama  sea- 
son with  The  Glass  Menagerie,  a  play 
with  an  extremely  small  cast  and 
a  seating  arrangement  that  many 
audience  members  had  not  expe- 
rienced before.  Frame  chose  it  not 
only  because  it  offers  a  new  experi- 
ence for  both  actors  and  audience 
but  because  it  addresses  timeless 
themes  that  speak  to  all  ages.

Frame  confessed  his  desire 
for  the  intimacy  of  a  smaller  crowd, 
saying  that  the  small  audience  and 
centrally  located  stage  would  make 
attendees  feel  as  though  they  were  a 
part  of  the  performance. 

Speaking  to  all  who  attended, 
Jeff  Frame  said,  "I  often  ask  what 
kind  of  'redemption,'  if  any,  comes 
down  to  us  from  what  most  of  us 
consider  to  be  the  great  canon  of 
modern  American  masterpieces  for 
the  stage.  [Tennessee]  Williams's 
plays  are  among  those  I  question. 
And  yet,  in  that  urgent  'need  to 
tell'— the  cleansing,  the  purging 
which  comes  from  passing  on  our 
stories— there  is  a  kind  of  redemp- 
tion in  the  telling. 

"Certainly  this  play  testifies 


to  that  odd  but  familiar  coupling  of 
loss  and  hope  together— a  cautionary 
tale  of  self-preservation  and  unful- 
filled dreams;  on  the  one  hand;  a 
storv  of  love,  tangible  sacrifice,  and 
hope  on  the  other.  TNU's  produc- 
tion this  year  embraced  both  in 
order  that  we  might  grow  in  the 
wrestling  and,  in  the  end,  thrive."

Trevecca  Intramural  Asso- 
ciation (TIA)  offers  sports  oppor- 
tunities outside  of  the  University's 
intercollegiate  program.  TIA  is  able 
to  provide  a  unique  set  of  activities 
that  includes  among  other  games 
dodgeball,  wiffleball,  flag  football, 
ultimate  Frisbee,  and  sand  volley- 
ball. To  kick  off  the  school  year, 
Josh  Mackens,  the  TIA  commission- 
er, set  up  the  traditional  all-school 
game  of  dodgeball  during  Welcome 
Week.  He  also  put  together  a  one- 
night-only  game  of  speed  kickball. 

Throughout  the  year,  for  the 
traditional  sports,  students  signed 
their  teams  up  on  the  ICE  page 
before  each  season  began.  After 
the  sign-up  deadline  the  schedule 
was  made  and  a  list  of  games  were 
posted  each  week.  At  the  end  of  the 


seasons,  tournaments  were  held 
to  determine  the  champions.  The 
flag  football  and  basketball  leagues 
are  always  the  most  popular;  this 
year  they  each  had  more  than  20 
teams.  In  fact,  flag  football  partici- 
pation was  up  almost  50  percent. 
A  B-league  was  also  added  to  flag 
football  for  those  students  who  do 
not  like  to  play  as  competitively  as 
others. 

At  each  championship  game 
Kevin  Wilkerson  and  Ben  Wheat 
were  guest  announcers.  They  often 
gave  a  play-by-play,  interviewed 
participants,  and  kept  the  crowd's 
attention.  Students  always  looked 
forward  to  the  championship  games 
whether  they  got  to  play  or  just 
watch  their  friends  compete. 

Josh  Mackens  explained  the 


importance  of  TIA  this  way:  'TIA 
is  life  because  that's  definitely  the 
mantra  that  most  participants  carry 
around  with  them,  or  so  you  would 
think  bv  their  demeanor."

When  Nashville  was  flooded  the  first  weekend 
of  May,  Trevecca  students  went  to  work  to  meet  the 
needs  of  those  displaced  by  the  flood  waters.  Work- 
ing with  Hands-on  Nashville  and  the  Red  Cross,  they 
helped  community  members  set  up  a  shelter  in  Bellevue 
Middle  School  and  staffed  it  around  the  clock  from  its 
opening  on  Sunday  evening.  May  2.  They  continued  to 
work  that  shelter  in  six-hour  shifts.  They  also  helped  in 
the  shelter  operated  by  Lipscomb  University.  Another 
group  helped  the  Church  of  the  Nazarene  in  Gallatin 
move  furniture  after  its  building  was  flooded  that  week- 
end. In  the  afternoon  they  assisted  at  the  shelter  oper- 
ated by  the  Shriner's  Temple. 


A  group  of  students  worked  throughout  the 
week  in  the  Chestnut  Hill  neighborhood  directly  behind 
Trevecca.  They  gutted  apartments,  cleaned  out  houses, 
and  sorted  through  the  food  at  Star  Ministries.  Aside 
from  the  local  community,  students  helped  professors 
and  fellow  classmates  whose  houses  were  also  affected 
by  the  flood. 

With  their  classes  cancelled  and  even  as  exams 
resumed,  students  used  their  free  time  to  volunteer 
wherever  they  were  needed  as  the  City  of  Nashville 
began  its  recovery  efforts  from  the  weekend  flooding.
